40th Anniversary | Dies ai Coas 


The fortieth anniversary was cele- 
brated at the Zion Ev Church on 
Sunday, November 8, withDr W 
W. Kreuger as gueat epeaker Three 
persona were present who had heen 
present at the first service forty 
years ago. 

Che following is a history of the 
congregation and was prepared by 
Rev, C. 8S Finkbeiner, M L,a 
former pasior, 

The Canada Conference, at ite 
sesgion at Chesley, Ontario, in 1902, 
took up miasion work in Didsbury, 
when the sainted Rev. C G Kaatz 
was appointed the firet Kvangelical 
missionary to Alberta. The charter 
members were: Mr. and Mre. Wm. 
Rupp, Mr and Mra Wm, Huns- 
perger, ar. and Mrs. A Bossenbery, 
Mr. and Mra. J. V Berecht, Mr. 
and Mre. Wm. Liesemer, Mr, and 
Mra M Weber, Mr. and Mra. Geo. 
Liesemer, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Liesemer, Mr. and M-:s Mueller. 
Mr. and Mrs Ed. Bossenhery and 
Mr and Mrs John Christner. The 
first trastees were: Wm. Rupp. 
Wm Hunsperger and A. Bossenberg 

Soon after the arrival of Rev 
Kaatz, the building of a church wag 
undertaken, which was opened for 
worship on Mareh ist, 1903. The 
dedication of the church was held 
in August 1903, when District Sup- 
erintendent, M. L Wing, from 
Ontario, officiated. 

The erection of a parsonage was 
started in April 1903 and was com- 
pleted in Auguat of the same year. 

Sunnyslope and Westcott were 
taken up as appointments by Rev. 
Kaatz In 1904 Siebertville and 
Mayton were also taken up ag ap- 
pointments and the mission was 
called Didsbury-Mayton. In 1905 
a church was built at Siebertville 
and dedicated by Rev. Kaatz. In 
1906 Mayton and Siehestville were 
detached from Didsbury 

In 1907 a church wag built at 
Westcott and dedicated by Rev. 
J. G. Litt, District Superintendent 
in Ontario. 

The membership on the Didsbury 
mission at the end of 1908, when 
Kev. Kaatz returned to Ontario, was 
147, Rev Kaatz had also organiz- 
ed a Sunday School, a Ladies Aid 
and a Young People's Society 

At the session of the Canada Con- 
ference at St Jacob's in 1908, Rev. 
C. §S. Finkbeiner was etationed at 
Didabury. Mr. Finkbeiner stated 
in his letter that during his ministry 
the regular attendance atthe church 
service and Sunday School was at

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Ihe many friends of Mr, George 
IKlder were shocked to hear of his 
death in Vancouver on Monday,

Mr. Elder also owned the Rose 
bud Hotel here for some time, 


its highest in the history of the 
church 

In 1911 Rev. J Domm was 
stationed at Didsbury and served 
the Field until 1914, when Rev. 
L P. Amacher was stationed here 
Rev. Amacher died at Didsbury 
December 20 1918, during the flu 
epidemic. Rev. J D. Fenner served 
the mission until the next Confer- 
ence. In 1919 Rev. Albert Clemens 
took charge of the Didsbury field. 
He was succeeded by Rev W. B. 
Dengis in 1921. During his time, 
improvements were made to the 
church property. which included a 
basement and the installation of a 
furnace, pulpit changes and a gal- 
lery was aleo put in the church, 


& 
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The twentieth anniversary was 
observed in connection with a west- 
ern convention. Bishop G. Hein- 
miller and Rev. B. W, Wiener, 
secretary of Evangelism, both from 
Cleveland, Ohio, were the guest 
speakers. Bishop S. P. Spreng, now 
ninety years of age, also vieited 
Didsbury in connection with a con- 
vention Bishop M J. Maze attend. 
ed a convention here in 1926. 

From 1925 to 1981 Rev. H. KE. 
Roppel served the field, and in 1931 
Rev H. J. Wood was appointed for 
Didsbury. On January Ist, 1934, 
the church was destroyed by fire 
Instead of building in the old site, 
the old lot was exchanged with the 
sainted Wm. Rupp, for the two lotsa 
across the atreet. On June 6th, 
1934, the first sod for the basement 
wae turned over by Mr. Wm. Rupp. 
The cornerstone was laid by Dr. 
W. W. Kreuger. on Sunday, July 
22nd, of the same year, in the 
presence of a large throng of people. 

On Sunday, November 1) th, 1934 
the new and beautiful place of 
worship was dedicated by the newly 
elected Bishop EK. W. Praetorius, 
D D, assisted by Dr, W. W. Kreug- 
er; the pastor, Rev. H J. Wood; 
and Rev C. S Finkbeiner, 

Rev. H. J. Wood served until 
1936 as pastor, when Rev. A S., 
Caughell was appointed to serve the 
field. He was pastor until] 1941 
when Rev A. M Amasher was 
appointed to Didsbury The local 
congregation has been, from the 
beginning of mission work in the 
west, and atill is, the leading church 
and financial support of the confer- 
ence
